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Nicaragua and Viet Nam: draft reso lution 


The General Assembly , 

Reaffirming that the settlement of international disputes by peaceful means, 
refraining in international relations from the threat or use of force against the 
territorial integrity or political independence of any State and non-interference 
in the internal affairs of States are among the fundamental principles of the 
Charter of the United Nations, 

Bearing in mind the Declaration on Principles of International Law concerning 
Friendly Relations and Co-operation among States in accordance with the Charter 
of the United Nations, contained in its resolution 2625 (XXV) of 24 October 1970, 
and the Declaration on the Strengthening of International Security, contained in 
its resolution 2734 (XXV) of 16 December 1970, 

Recalling that every State has the duty to refrain from any forcible action 
which deprives peoples of their right to self-determination, their freedom and thei 
independence. 

Recalling also that, when such peoples react to or resist such forcible actior 
in exercise of their right to self-determination, they are entitled to seek and to 
receive support in accordance with the purposes and principles of the Charter, 

Bearing in mind that Kampuchea has been subjected to a regime which committed 
genocide against its own people and that this regime has provoked armed conflicts 
against neighbouring countries. 

Recalling that the genocide in Kampuchea and the armed conflicts with 
neighbouring countries have threatened peace and stability in South-East Asia, thus 
undermining the efforts to bring about co-operation among the countries of the 
region , 

Noting that the Kampuchean people, exercising their right to self-deterroinati 
in conformity with the Charter and the above-mentioned Declarations, have regained 
their independence and freedom, and have begun, the process of national 
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1. Calls upon all States to refrain from any activity which could he 
detrimental to the exercise of the Kampuchean people’s right to self-determination 
and to their independence, sovereignty and territorial integrity and which would 
constitute interference in their internal affairs: f 

* 2. Reaffirms that any problem concerning Kampuchea and other South-East Asian 

countries should be settled by those countries themselves, without foreign 
interference and on the basis of the principles of respect for the- independence, 
sovereignty and territorial integrity of each country, non-aggression and 
non-interference in internal affairs, equality and mutual benefit; 

3 • Expresses the hone that the South-East Asian countries will pursue their 
efforts for the establishment of a zone of peace, freedom, neutrality and stability 
in the region. 
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
